"What waa niy surprise then, upon 
entering the crowded town hall to see 
on the platform a couple of dozen ot 
more of the worst cases I know in town 
and whom I had often passed with a 
feeling of pity, saying to myself, "poor 
follow, ho'a a hopeless easo, a oonfiriaed 
drunkard, nothing can he done for him,'' 
or "poor woman, sha was once an in- 
nocent girl in a good home, but a 
drunken shameless husband has driven 
her to a hfo aa had. oa his own."

Borne 
of them are now in Heaven, end others 
still saved. I had a spark of Christian 
feeling and sympathy in my heart, and

From that time I sought opportunity 
to help. Fiist I would venlore to speak 
to one sitting near me, then another 
whom I knew and the fire burned* 

At hut one Sunday afternoon 
after many 'whippings fbl disobe- 
dience I etood up among my oompao,- 
ions nnd tariffed. I saw only eyes 
which all seamed to pierce me, and 0,

After the meeting I ventured to speak 
to the Captain, introducing mysofi by 
asking for a song boot: and thou telling 
her how the Lord was leading me out 
towards tho Army and 1 felt fought to 
corns boldly ont on tho platform.
